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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the wear plate 
substantially covering the knife side of the disc must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the wear plate substantially covering the knife side of the disc as described in the 
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specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the 
disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 8 and 10-12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Re claim 8, the subject matter "substantially 
covering the knife side of the disc", as now amended is not supported by the original 
specification and therefor, now constitute New Matter. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8 and 10-12 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 8, it is not clear whether the wear plate substantially covers the 
knife side of the disc 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 6-8 and 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by either of Applicant's Admission of Prior Art, Figure 1 (herein after AAPA), Svensson 
(US Patent 4,155,384 herein after '384) or Svensson (US Patent 4,047,670, herein after 
'670). 

The device of either AAPA or Svensson '384 or '670 reads on the elements of 
the claimed invention including a method for clamping a knife on a chipper disk by 
forcing the knife in an inclined projecting position out from the disc against a wear plate 
fastened on the knife side of the disk, with a force substantially parallel to the axis of the 
disc, exerting said force parallel to the axis of the disc outward from the disc and 
directed to the knife through a clamp having a contact with the wear plate, said contact 
being barred in the projecting direction to the knife wherein the force parallel to the axis 
of the disc is exerted to the clamp at a point towards the knife tip from said barred 
contact point in order to bring a turning moment to the clamp as seen in figure 1 of 
AAPA or figure 2 of Svensson '670 or figure 8 of Svensson '384. 

The device of either Svensson '670 or '384 reads on the elements of the claimed 
invention including a knife disc (1 1 or 219, respectively), a wear plate (21 or 93, 
respectively) substantially covering the knife side of the disc, a knife (17 or 223, 
respectively), a clamp (19 or 237, respectively), a compressing means (23 or 97, 
respectively), a bracket (see fig. 2 of Svensson or 95, respectively), a matching groove, 
a cam and a projection. The clamp of Holmberg or Svensson is supported against a 
perpendicular direction, parallel with ajeoTnpressive motion, by the bracket abutting the 
matching groove. / 
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\ / Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 01/03/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that Svensson '670 that fails to teach 
the compressing means directing force inward toward the chopper disk. The examiner 
disagrees. Applicant fails to define the axis relative to the claimed disc. Further, 
applicant does not positively claim the disc having an axis and more specifically, does 
not positively claim the axis relative to the disc. Therefore, the examiner has taken the 
position that Svensson shows in the figures a force parallel to the axis of the disc.
